PaeeMeETHODIST YOUNG PEOPLES 
CONVENTION 


Historical 


AT the annual meeting of the General Epworth League Board 
in May, 1924, a committee was appointed to consider favorably 
the holding of a Young People’s Convention. The committee 
held its first meeting December 30, in Dallas, Tex., and took 
favorable action. A subcommittee was appointed to consider 
plans for the convention, and the full committee was called to 
meet in Memphis, Tenn., February 3, 1925. The subcommittee 
decided that not an Epworth League Convention, but one in 
the interest of the youth of the whole Church should be held. 
Representatives of other Boards and agencies were invited to 
sit with the larger committee in Memphis on February 3, and 
it was then decided to hold a Church-wide Young People’ Ss 
Convention under the auspices of the following agencies: 
Board of Missions, Board of Education, Sunday School Board, 
Epworth League Board, Board of Lay Activities, Woman’s 
Missionary Council, and. the Publishing House. 

The agencies named above are promoting the convention 
on the basis of full and equal codperation. 


Objective 


To bring a selected representative group of young Method- 
ists face to face with Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord, that 
they may know his mind and will in relation to the outstanding 
problems which youth faces in the modern world and may 
commit themselves to do his will in every relation of life. 

The general committee voted that the convention “‘shall be 
so organized and conducted that it shall be neither regional 
nor institutional, but Church-wide and topical. Speakers 
are not to be selected on the basis of locality, nor are topics for 
addresses and discussions to be so stated and treated as special- 
ly to further any of the Church agencies as such—that is to 
say, the program is to be constructed from the standpoint of 
the needs of youth and the mission of the Church.” 


Program 


The heart of the convention will be the program. It may be 
safely predicted that never before has there been presented to 
the youth of any Church a program of such range and signifi- 
cance. It will be built from the standpoint of the needs of 
youth in the modern world; it will be comprehensive in the 
sense that it will avoid presenting one aspect of the Christian 
program to the neglect of other important phases of life; it will 
be constructive, keeping always to the front the solution of 
the difficulty as well as its portrayal; it will be daring. Under- 
lying all will be the conviction that Jesus and his way of life 
offer the only adequate way out for our generation. Over all 
and through all will be the presentation of Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Master. 

The morning and evening hours will be devoted to the presen- 
tation of great addresses by the foremost platform speakers 
in America. Each address will be followed by a fifteen-minute 
question period in which anyone may ask the speaker a ques- 
tion bearing on the theme discussed. On Friday night, January 
1, Handel’s Messiah will be presented by a great chorus of 
Memphis musicians. 

The afternoon hours will be given over entirely to discus- 
sion groups. The delegates will divide into eight sections and 
will, under competent leadership, have an opportunity to 
discuss from their own viewpoint the great questions now be- 
fore the youth of the land. Such questions as the Church, 
Industry, War and Peace, Community Life, the Bible will be 
presented and discussed by the delegates. At the Sunday 
afternoon session the report of the various discussion groups 
will be submitted for consideration and final action by the 
entire convention. 

Full details regarding the personnel of the program will be 
published later. These days in Memphis will be full to the © 
limit. There will be something going on every minute. The 
delegates and their friends are urgently requested not to 
schedule any meeting or conference during the period of the 
convention dates. Let us give our undivided time to the con- 
sideration of the great themes to be presented. The program 


will challenge our best. 
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A Call for a Church-Wide Young People’s 
Convention 


Believing that the time is opportune for a large 
gathering of the young people of our Church in or- 
der that they may receive a new impression of the 
love and lordship of Jesus Christ and that they may 
be baptized anew by his Spirit unto power for the 
great tasks of the kingdom of God; and 

Realizing that with the development of the 
Young People’s Movement throughout the Christian 
world, with increasing knowledge and clearer vision, 
there have fallen to young men and women heavy 
responsibilities and complex problems; and 

Convinced that the young people of our Church 
constitute a force whose enthusiasm, capacity, and 
mobility give promise of achievements in these won- 
derful days that may parallel the greatest of their 
fathers in their day of salvation; therefore 

Acting as a general committee under the author- 
ity of the Epworth League Board, the Sunday 
School Board, the Board of Education, the Board of 
Missions, the Woman’s Missionary Council, the 
Board of Lay Activities, and the Publishing House 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and with 
the indorsement and encouragement of the bishops 
of the Church, we hereby call upon the Church in the 
United States and foreign lands to unite in holding 
a Church-wide young people’s convention, on Decem- 
ber 31, 1925, to January 3, 1926, in Memphis, Tenn., 
for the purpose of bringing a company of five thou- 
sand Methodists face to face with Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and Lord; that they may know his mind 
and will in relation to the outstanding problems 
which young people face in the modern world; 
and may commit themselves to do his will in every 
relation of life; guided by a program so constructed 
as to recognize the needs of youth and the mission 
of the Church.

Organization 


In every Annual Conference there is a committee known as 
the Conference Convention Committee, which is composed as 
follows: The chairman, who has been appointed by the bishop 
in charge, and one representative from each of the following 
agencies: Conference Board of Missions, Conference Board of 
Education, Conference Sunday School Board, Conference Ep- 
worth League Board, Conference Board of Lay Activities,

and the Conference Woman’s Missionary Society. The names 
and addresses of the Conference Convention Committe chair- 
men are given on page 15. The Conference Convention Com- 
mittee makes the district allotments. 

In every presiding elder’s district there is a committee known 
as the District Convention Committee, which is composed of 
the presiding elder, who is the chairman, and the District 
Secretary of the Conference Woman’s Missionary Society, 
District Lay Leader, District Secretary of the Epworth League, 
District Secretary of the Sunday School Work, a representative 
of the missionary interests, and a representative of the educa- 
tional interests. (The district educational representative 
shall be named by the chairman of the Conference Board of 
Education, and the missionary representative by the chairman 
of the Conference Board of Missions.) The District Committee 
makes the allotments to pastoral charges and Churches. 

In every Church there should be a committee known as the 
Church Convention Committee, and it should be composed of 
the pastor, Sunday school superintendent, president of the 
Epworth League, and the Church lay leader. The Church 
Committee should select the delegate or delegates. The ex- 
penses of the delegate or delegates should he provided for by 
this committee, including the registration fee, except for those 
who may provide their own expenses. Applications for creden- 
tials by the delegates must be signed hy the chairman of the 
Church Committee. It issuggested that the Church Committee 
hold a meeting some time during the month of September to 
discuss the possibility of sending a delegate to the convention, 
and if the committee decides to send one or more delegates, 
application should be made to the chairman of the district 
committee (the presiding elder) for allotment.

Credentials will be granted to official visitors in the order in 
which applications are received at convention headquarters, 
and when the 900 places which have been allotted to official 
visitors are exhausted, no additional credentials will be issued 
to persons coming under this class. 


Entertainment 


Three forms of entertainment will be offered to delegates and 
official visitors. 

1. Hotels—Approximately four thousand persons can be 
provided for in the hotels. If two or more persons stay in a 
room, the rate will average two dollars and fifty cents per person 
per day for room only. Make your reservation with the hotel 
and not with the Executive Secretary. The Executive Secre- 
tary will furnish list of hotels and rates upon application. 

2. Homes.—Free entertainment in homes (lodging and break- 
fast) will be provided for a limited number of delegates. Res- 
ervations for this form of entertainment will be made in the 
order in which they are received. Send your reservation to the 
Executive Secretary. 

3. Homes—Harvard Plan. Entertainment in homes on the 
Harvard Plan will be provided for a large number of delegates, 
where a charge of $1.50 will be made for bed and breakfast. 
If you desire this form of entertainment, make your reserva- 
tion with the Executive Secretary. 


Registration 


Registration will begin September 1, and if a Conference 
or district has not secured its quota of delegates by November 
15, then adjustments will be made. Unused allotments will be 
assigned in order of application to Conferences and Districts 
applying for such increase. The Conference allotments will be 
adjusted by the General Committee and district allotments by 
the Conference Committee. 

Every delegate and official visitor shall be required to pay in 
advance a registration fee of $5. No reservation will be made 
for entertainment until the registration fee has been paid. 
Every one who pays this fee will be provided with a copy of the 
souvenir program, a badge, and a bound copy of the ‘“‘Pro- 

tal 


ceedings of the Convention.” The “ Proceedings”’ will include 
the addresses of all speakers and the reports of the several 
committees. 

The registration fee should be sent in as soon as possible 
after September 1, and immediately upon receipt of the regis- 
tration fee, proper credentials will be sent to all those who regis- 
ter. All registration fees must be in by December 15. Make 
checks, post office money orders, and express money orders 
payable to J. W. Barton, Treasurer, 810 Broadway, Nashville, 
Tenn. 


Transportation 


Reduced rates of one and one-half fare for the round trip 
have been granted by the Passenger Associations. The re- 
duced rates will be on the certificate plan, and every one who 
expects to secure the reduced rate must secure a certificate 
before purchasing a ticket. Certificates may be secured from 
convention headquarters, Room 319, Methodist Publishing 
House, Nashville, Tenn., or from the Chairman of the Confer- 
ence Convention Committee. In order to avoid confusion and 
delay, we suggest that every one expecting to attend the con- 
vention call on the local railroad ticket agent several days be- 
fore starting on the trip to Memphis. Detailed information 
will be furnished by the agent. 

The Chairman of the Conference Convention Committee is 
also chairman of transportation, and this officer will arrange 
for special trains. Certain cities in each Conference will be 
designated as concentration points, and the special trains will 
be run from these centers. ;
